The applicable time limrt for entering the national phase- subjact to what is said in the following paragraph.be 
30 MONTHS from the priority dete, not only in respect of an', ected Office if a demand tor international preliminary 
examination is filed before the expiration of 19 months from the priority date (see Article 39(1)). but also in respect of any 
designated Office, in the absence of filing of such demand, where Article22(1) as n edified with effect from 1 April 2002 
applies in respect of that designated Office. For further. details, see PCT Gazette Ni . 44/2001 of 1 November 2001, pages 1992G, 
19932 and 19934, as well as the PCT Newsletter, October and Novomber2001 and February 2002 issues. 

In practice, time limits othor than the 30-month time limit will continue to apply, for various peiiods of time, in respect of 
certain designated or elected Offices. For regular updates on the applicable time limits (20, 21, 30 or 31 months, or other 
time limit). Office by Office, refer to the PCT Gazette("Section IV" part published on a weekly basis), to the PCT Newsletter

Where the priority of an earlier national, regional or international application is claimed, the applicant must submit a copy 
of the said earlier application, certified by the authority with which it was filed ("the priority document") to the receiving Office 
(which will transmit it to the International Bureau) or directly to the International Bureau, before the expiration of 1 6 months from 
the priority date, provided that any such priority document may still be submitted to the International Bureau before that date of 
international publication of the International application, In which case that document will be considered to have been received 
by the International Bureau on the last day of the 16-month time limit (Rule 17.1(a)). 

Where the priority document is issued by the receiving Office, the applicant may; instead of submitting the priority 
document, request the receiving Office to prepare and transmit the priority document to the International Bureau. 5>uch request 
must be made before the expiration of the 16-month time limit and may be subjected by the receiving Office to the payment 
of a fee (Rule 17.1(b)). 

If the priority document concerned is not submitted to tho International Bureau or if the request to the receiving Office 
to prepare and transmit the priority document has not been made (and the corresponding foe, if any, paid) within tho applicable 
time limit indicated under the preceding paragraphs, any designated State may disregard the priority claim I ^id^ that no 
designated Office may disregard the priority claim concerned before giving the applicant an opportunity, upon entry into he 
national phase, to furnish the priority document within the time limit which is reasonable under the circumstances (Rule 17.1(c)). 

Where several priorities are claimed, the priority date to be considered for the purposes of computing the ]6-momh time 
limit (and all other PCT time limits) is the filing date of the earliest application whoso priority is claimed (Article 2(xi)(b)). 
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
